Ony Leaddng Universitions,
From the Independend,

It {2 generally ngreed umong our scholars and
savans that the great eduentional need of Ame-
rlen is a renl nniversity, The chances are that
this lostitution, whenever it arises, will como
by a process of development, rather than by u
new oregtion, It will probubly grow oul of one
Or more of our present colleges. We have felt
gome interest, therefore, in comparing the last
annual cutalogues of Harvard, Yale, und the
University of Michigan, and have been rathoer
surprised to find how national s character ‘hey
have alvendy assumed,

In point of mumbers, Miohigan leads; having
1206 students;, of whom 854 are undergradu-
ates, Hurvard hos 061, of whom 419 are under.
ﬁmduut--m Yale has 682, of whom 490 are un-

ETRTHA uikt Es,

As to vuriety of States in the Unlon repre-
pented. Michigan does not (1o our sarprise) ex-
hibit =0 muny vs the Hastern colleges, which, in
this respeet, keep closely together, Yale repre
sents U4 sStates In her undergraduate depari-
ment, and 256 in all; Harvard 22 States amony
her undergraduates, and 256 in all, Michigan
represents 17 States in her nndergradunte de-
partmen', and 21 in all.

Btudenls are, however, more cqually dis-
triboted nmoug these different Siates in Yale
than in Hurvard, and in Michigan thao in Yale.
Qut of 1256 freshimen at Harvard, 43 (about one-
third) reside out of New Eogland., Out of 156
freshmen at Yale, 89 reside out of New Englan'l,
many, o! course, coming from the neighboring
¢ity of New York.

The Southern States are gradually being
Teprescuted once more in our colleges, if nol
in Congress; and thus far at Harvard rather
than at Yale, which was formerly the favorite
college ol SBouthern studenis, Harvard has
undegradontes from gsoven slave 8 ates, Yale
from tve, Michigan from thiee only, not count-
ing, In eitier case, the Distriet of Columbia,

Of course, the New Kogland States are more
Jargely represented in Harvard: the Middle
Btawes mm Yalo; and the Western Slates in
Michigan. )

Of torcign loecalities, we fAnd in the Yale
eatalogue France, Chall, 8yrin, India, and the
Sandwich I-lands—most of these being probably

represenred by the sons of missionarics, The
Miebigan catalogone shows France, England,
Nova Scotia, aud the two Canadas, Harvard

shows lkngland, Liberin, aud seven British
rovinees—the lnst contributing forty students
fo her medical school,

Harvard always leads Yale in the gradaate
department, and falls behind in reapect to under-

uates, This is partly owing, no doubt, to

e higher standard ol requiremients lor admis-
sion at Cambridge, For'instance, A young man
applying tor admisslon to Harvard must have
read the whole of “Virgil,” of “Cwesar,” and of
“Cicero’™s Orvations.” At Yale the demand is
limited 1o s partol “Virgil" and of “*Cleero,"
“Ballust"” being substituted for “‘Uwsar,” for
which it certamly is not more than an equiva-
Jent. In Greck and in matuematics there is
also some disparity, This must often turn the
Becale with young men whose time and means
are hmited. In the Michigan Upiversity the
requirements are less in amount and also less
definite, the system being less stringent in all
Wihys,

Bo far as the arrangements for post-graduate
studies go, Hurvard is behind the two others,
having, veslde her professionul schools, only a
“solentific school,” and not, like the others, a
“‘department of literature and the arts”
For the present it may practically amount to
much the same; but it is very important to re-
cognize, at the ovtset, a wider definition of
science than that which limits it to physics and
natural history, Whoen the ‘*Lawrence Scien-
tific Schiool,” at Harvard, was originally orga-
nized, it included provision for Elu!muuu:ul
gtudy; but there seems to be nothing of the
kind now. At Yale, besides the “Shefiell
Beientiic School,” there i an organized depart-
ment, which *“provides advanced courses in
mathematics, philology, history, and metaphy-
gles;" though 1t does not appear how maoy
students it numbers. An enlarged plan seems
also to be recognized by the Michigan Uni-
versity.

There i#, on the other hand, a system of Uni-
wersily Lectures at Cambridge, adapted to
graduntes generally, which seams to have more
of tue university principle aboul it than sny-
thing at Yale. %L 18 understood tbhat there is at
Harva d an “Academical Senate,” which is com-

1 of all the oflicers of instruetion in the
nstitution, It bas always scemed an absurdit
that the maln government of our colleges shoul
rest with a so.called *“'Faculty,” consistiug
Iargely of youne tutors who are employed to
teach ‘the undergradantes, Burely, in & true
university, the more advanced duparlm.ﬂms
should have in all respects the leading place.

It appears from this briel summary that we
dinve nirendy three collegiate institutions which,
by thewr numbers and their cosmopolitan charne-
ter (o far as this continent is concerned), arve
fairly on the way to become true universities,
It appears also that in thelr organization and
plan of study—especially of graduste study—

hey are ndapiing themselves to the demands of
the age, Whatever competition exists between
them i# of an honorable and useful order; and
as, in 50 large o nation, there must altimately
be more than one great educational centre, we
rejoice in the prosperite of all,

How to Make Presidents Harmless,
From the Nation,

The propessal to make the President ineligible
for re-clection has a good deal to recommend it,
but the bulunce of #rgument js updoubredly
seniost it, o its favor there is the obvious con-
giderntion that it would prevent that incessant
bidding for popularity, that persistent conver-
sicn of the Administration into an electioneering
machine, which has been the curse of our
politica for nearly half' & century. The Presi.
dent would cease to have a motive for deserting
his party, or trying to patch up one of his own,
or for shaping o “*policy” to catch the popular
eye, or for fllling the public offices with his
creatures, and, in fact, for meddling unueeces-

arily and Injuriously in the work of legislation,
But the arguments urged against it by Hamilion,
in the Federalisf, have lost little of their force.
They are now nearly as cogent us they were
clghty years ago. The chance of re-election is
undoubtedly a stimulus to good behavior.

The cases which tell against this argument,
such us those of Tyler and Plerce and Buchsuan,
were undoubtedly due to an exoeptional condl-
fion of our Holiurn. There I8 not the smallest
probability that such an abuse as lavery will
ever nzain arise, or that so formidable n combi-
nation of interests, leelings, and projudices can
ever take place in support of any abuse us that
by which slavery was bolstered up duriog the
last thirly venrs. In other words, 1o legislate
for the contingency of such lumplutionn a8 those
to which Pilerce and Buchanan were ¢xposed,
would be very like converting the nation into
& camp o order to be prepared for war, Ordl-
narily s President would base his hopes of re-
election wpon his soccess In careyloe out the

pulsr wizhes, nnd if these wishes did not, on

he whole, run in the direction of gool govern-
ment, democrstic government would be a
failore,

The only oases in which we need ever expeot

> 4 President to run counter even in appearance

tolthe populur will, are those in which he has

,easunw belleve that the popular judgment has

not been fairly expressed, or has not had time
to ripen, A good man will, in such case, act

-

¢ properly, a bad man improparly, no matter bow

we legielate, The President Is pretty sure to
strive te plesse the majority, and, unless onr
whole theory of government be erroneous, the
mujority, on the whole, in tho long run, 1= pretty
sure to be right. The danger of making hin
inellgible for re-eicction is that the opinion of

| the majority would then become of comparatigely

| ﬁ\umo for places,

little coneequence to him, aud a bad man mitht
use his oftice, during ks whols term, for the
sole purpose of enriching himsell or aggran-
dizing has favoritos,

To be #ure, n man base enough for this is not
lkely to reach £o high w place; but it must not
he forgotien that very bad men go into poll ioa
in our day, that #ome of them may reach the
Presidency, and that we do vol as yot know
bow n bad Prosident would behave who koew
lie had ro chavee of re-clecticn. Many people
imagine that the worst ones must always bavo
known that there was no hope lor them, bat
this is & great mistake. There seems to be
some peculiarity about this office which pre-
vents all prominent politleluns from cver giv-
ing up the hope ol getiing it, aud, atter they
hnve gotit, rom giving up the hope of Keop-
e it

In the second place, it would be rather dan-
gerous for the country to deprive hiself of the
power of using the experience of 8 man whom
1t has tried und tound both skilful and falthful,
and 10 bind iteelf to make a total change of ad-
ministration, no maiter what the nature of the
crigis muy be o which the term ends, We have
Just bad in Mr, Lincoln's onse a sigoal example
of the muchier that may follow the removal of
a 'residont whom the enuntry has thoroughly
tred, 10 muke way ut 8 thime of great diffiouliy
for an unknown and untried and mexperienced
sucecssor, No people ever made w greater o ig-
play of wisdom than this perople did In re-clect-
ing Lincoln, and we doubl if any inoident in
Ameriean history made =so deep an impression
on the mind ol forelgn observers, His death at
the beginning of his sesond term has been of
=0m¢e use in sbowing us the danger of “swappiog
bhorses when crossing the stream,” to use his
own illustration. It put at the helm of aifuirs a
man of whom the country at Iarge knew noti-
ing; of whose real character and abilities even
his own friends knew very littl2; who had none
ot the official experizcnce or training which
bad made Lincoln aimost twice as valoable a
man in 1864 as he was in 18603 and who brought
to the conduct of the Government at the most
dehicate crisis in our history an entirely new
order of idens and motives, We all know the
result, It may be seid, it is truo, that Mr.
Jobnson would not have been chosen 1o sucered
Mr. Lincoln by a regular popular election; per-
haps not- Buta wan as incompetent and dis.
appointing migkt have been, Most people
thought in 1859 they coald predict how William
H. Beward would behave were be ac the head of
the republic in such & crisis as towt through
which we are now passing; but they would
have been mistaken. He would, if we may
Judge from the part he hus played during the
lust year, have proved simply & more learned
and more polished Andrew Johnson. As long
as nominuting conventions are what they are—
A8 long, 1 short, a8 the task of choosiug oili-
ciuls has to be delogated to professional politis
clans—the public can vever tell who may turn
up at the head of ailmirs, In nine cases out of
ten it will be a man Little known outsade his
own BSiate, and he muy be a Lincoln or he
may not,

The true remedy for the evils with which Con-
gress i now secking to deal would seem to be
not to make the President [neligible for re-
election, ana thus deprive bim of the strongest
molive for behaving well, aud to force the peo-
ple to dispense with_his services, it may be, at
the very moment when his experienceand char-
acter are most needed, but to redoce his patron-
age toa minimum. It I8 with his patronnze
that a bad President does all Lis mischief; with-
out the unlimited powerof appointment and
diemissal his powers of mischiet would be

' very small, his powers for good as large as ever,

A retorm which would compel candidates for
office to submit to an examination, and which
while Imwnr the President his power of dis-
missal, would compel him to do what a deocent
regurd for public opinion eompels Earopean
wonarchs to do—assign cause, either in incom-
pelency or miscondue, for dismissing o man—
would reduce the abuses of the present system
to us low a polot as human nature will permit.
Leave the publie service in its present condi-
tion, and make the President ineligible for
r('-afuctlon. and %ou simply make it tenfold
more & bothed of intripue and wmsubordinntion

and corraption than ever. The bill reported by
Mr. Edmunds secms as near an approach to per.
fection, perhaps, as is either practicable or de-
sirable, Putronnge—the power of constantly,

and with or without cause, making and dlling
vieancies in the olvil service—is the curse of our
politica, Tt debanches and demoralizes every-
body, from the President down to the common

couneilman, aud converts public lite into o mere
If it be possible to stop it at

‘ashington, we shall not despuir of wita-ssing
its extinction in the several States, The crea-
tion of an official class which Is involved tn
making tenure ol office depeudent on good be.
bavior is, no doubt; an evii; but 1t is a smiall
evil compared with the present system, and our
sociely has grown too busy and ‘complicated to
muke it possible to administer our wilsirs by any
but trained functionaries whose bread deponds
on thelr good behavior, and on nothing clse,

As a supplement to this relorm there shonld
be unother, contining the Viee President to the
presidency of the Senate, and depriving him of
the succession 1 cnse of the President's denth,
The plan of the Constitution has now heen
thrice tried, and has twica proved a total failore,
The punslblilty of the Viee-President's suoueed-
ir.‘z to the Presidency ought to ba borne in
mind in nominating him, but it never is, and o
remote is the euntingency that it i3 not in
human nature that it should be. No man should
ever be allowed to oll the presidential office
who hag not been chosen for it directly. No
man shonld get into it by an accldent, without
ever huving submiied his qualifications for it
(o 6 pupular vole, When the President dies s
new cleetion should take place —un 1wconveni-
ence, no doubt, but not likely to prove n very
greal one, as we see, There have beeu only
three vacancies made by death In the office in
vighty years, and an additlonal election every
twenty years would be a small price to pay for
asaurance against such accldents as - Mr,
Johreon.

The North Carolina BRIl -Oponlog of an
Important Question,
From the Timea,

The issue, restoration or reconstruction, Is
squarely ralsed by Mr, Stevens' bill for the esta-
blishmentof civil government in Nortna Caroling,
Of the provisions ol the bill it were as yet pre-
mature to speak. The principle on which it
proceeds first challenges attentlon; for it ine
volves the guestion of the relation of the Rebel
states to the Upion, and the process by which
the latter shall be perfecied.

The mensure looks premature, North Caro.
linga is one of the ten States to which the pendin
conditions of restoration have been submitte
for ratification.

In common with the other nine States, {t is
asked to accept the amendment, with an implicd
understunding that acceptance will be fol-
lowed by the admission to Congress, 1ts Legis-
lature has refused the offered terms. It has
deglined the amendment s a basig of restora-
tion. Bul the amendment, as we understand it,
still remaios open for aceeptance, Aud before
legislating on the hypothesis that the amend-
ment has ceased to be practicable, 18 it not the
duty ol Congress to review the whole ground,
to consider what policy is made expedient by
the tnilure of the amendment, snd to determine
the ceneral prineiples which shall regulate the
reektublishiment of civil government at the
Houth?

This comprehiensive question has not been
covsldered by Congress, The failure of the
smendment is known enly informally. Whether
the decisions alrendy had in the Southern Legis-
latures shall be accepted as final and conclug! ve,
or whether the purpose of Congress In proposiug
the amendment, shall be wifirmed with & view (0
reconsideration by the Houthern people, 1s 8

oint that remains to be seitled, It no fariher
ime is to be conceded, let Copgress go declde,
pud the period will then nhave comeé for dis-

cuasing and deciding the course to be pursued
towarids the South., On the other hand, if ao
opportunity tor repentiug of Lhe rofusal is to be
aflorded the South, the fact shonld be declared
that those ot the Southern people who favor the
acceptance of the ameudment ns the lesser of
two evils may make o last attempt to bring their
legiglators to reason,  Inm either case, the intro:
duetion of Mr, Blevens' bill is inexpedient. It
lakes for granted n question that s yet unde-
cided: ﬂ“:], it closes the eomnly door through
which men like Governor Patton gould hope to
PREE,

somethiog s due, too, to the groat body of
the Unicn party, who have for the {ime taken
taeir stund on the Uonstitutionsl amendment,
It is more than probuble that they will sustain
Congress in sny course which, aiter full delibe-

fmivre of the amendment. But thoy desirs to
tnke no random step,  Before committing them.
eolier 1o wore vigorous and more exireme
measures, they require to be convinced that
thosc mensures are cssential 1o the satisfactory
termination of the present anomalous condition
of affaira. To do thie, it I necessary that Con-
press shall move on general and understood
priveiples, snd that the pending amendment
sball be dealt with deelsively, as a prelude to
the ndoption of other plans,

It I# not & case for exceptional legislation, or
for legislation in detall. Until otherwwe ordored,
ull the Southern & tates have an equal chance of
availing themeselves of the proposel terms of
restoration. And any leglalation predicated upon
the adoption of another plan may be expeoted to
apply alike to cach ol the excluded Butes,
General legisiation 18 wanted, and ths cwnot
bt looked for until some far-renching and ex-
tnustive plan shall have been reporled and dis-
cussed,

Mr. Stevens' doctrine of State suleide is bardly
likely 1o be the approved basis of a system of re-
construction, The Republican party has already
repudiated the theory that the Soathern States
nye or have heen ontside of the Unlon; and we
do not anticipate the passage of a bill foundeq
on the opposite assumplion. Nevertheless, the
subject 1&° too momentous Lo be approached in-
cidental'y, It embraces contingencles too lm-
portint to be settled by a side fssue,

Supposing Lhe amendment to be eventually
abandoned, the point to be primarily acted npon

|18 the relation which the Feleral Government

shall hold towards the people of the Southern
States. What s known as the Territorinl plan
avoids the weakness of« Mr, Stevens’ doctrine by
aadressing itsell to the rebellious inhabitants of
the States rather thau to the States themselves,
Although the States werrsnot out of the Union,
their inbabitante were; their ctvil Governaents
ceased to have a legal existence: and being desti-
tule of any duly organized Government, it is
competent to Congress to reorgnnize thew loeal
authority in harmony with its conception of
republican government., The existing Govern-
ments constituie no insurmountable obstacle,

gince they are but the products of President |

Jobpson's provitionnl arrange ments,

Of regular constitutional validity they have
not a purticle, And though Congreéss may notl
reduce Nortly Carolina or any other State to
ierritorial conditlon, 1t may accept the facts as
they exist growing out of the Rebelllon, and
may regulate the gonditions under which the
governmental machinery of the States shall be
recounstituted. Here is no usurpation—no ount-
rage upon constitutional principles—no settiog
of a precedent which may operate to the dotri-
ment of loyal States. There s a sumple recogni-
fion of circumstances as the Rebels themselves
